f}EK COMMERCIAL CABLE. 



Steamship "Faraday" Arrives at 
Halifax to Lay tho Canadian 
End. 



The Finest aud Most Rapid Cable In 
the World— Soon to Be 
Completed. 



.IX -ii Carving Sot at Cbeapside. 



Haufax, N. S., May 2.— The cable ship 
Faraday is now in Halifax harbor jonga^ed 
in laying for the Commercial company 'what 
is held to be the fincBt cable ever manufao- 
tured, and with improvoincnta over tho 
lirsb cable almost as wonderful as the flrat 
nablo itself. Tho Faraday ia commanded by 
Cupt. Lo Fanu and is manned by a crew of 
180. On board are some of the most fam- 
ous oable and electrical exports of the day, 
iuoluding Mr. Sioniona, tho world-famed 
maaufftoturer of tho Commereinl cables. 
After laying l lli miles of the Iriah end of 
tho oablo tho weiither got bad, and tho 
Furaduy proceeded ou her voyage ucrosa the 
Atlantic to l»y the Canadian end. She ex- 
perienced strong bead winds all the way, 
but tho voyage was uneventful. 

" We Biw no aca aerponta," said Mr. Sie- 
mens. Both Sydney and Canao being 
blocked with ico, wo came on to Halifax for 
coal. Wo ahull lill our bunkora with 750 
tona of coul and as aoon aa tho ico will per- 
mit us to get into Canao we shall begin 
liying the Canadian end of oOO milea to tho 
Grand Biinka. Thia section ia of an excep- 
tioually heavy typo. The depth of tho water 
between Canso and the ond of the banks 
rans from 30 to 300 fathoms over a bottom 
of heavy hills and deep valleys, but thia is 
shallow water compared with the great 
depths of 1,450 miles of deep sea sections. 
AH the cables crossing the Grand Banks 
have suffsred greatly from the fishing fleets 
whioh anchor there. When they poll np 
anohor they have often hooked np a cable 
and sometimes, rather than lose an anchor, 
they have out the oable. The Commorcial 
company have snffered lees in this respect 
than their competitors, inasmueh as when a 
fisherman books up their cable, they are in- 
duced to let go the anchor and be rewarded 
for 80 doiuR, instead of cutting off tho cable. 

"Tho new cable, moreover, is ao heavy 
that there is little or no danper of ita being 
hauled up by fiahermon'a anchors. The 
route ftcrosa tlie Grand ISanka will bo about 
200 miles north of tho exiatinfj Commorcial 
cables. If tho weather ia favorable wo 
shall lay tho entire cable at the rate of about 
ten miles an hour. Aa aoon ua wo finish 
uying the Canadian ond we shall continue 
right ftoroas tbo Atlantic, lake on board tho 
deop section, steam to tho point 14,'l miloa 
oS Watcrville, where wo buried tho Iriah 
ahore ond, splice tho cable there, and im- 
mediutely continue westward with the deop 
scotion to where tho oonnsotion ia com- 
pleted »t tho eastern end of tho Grand 
Banka. Tho time in wliich oil thia will bo 
aceomplished dopoiuis upon tho weather, 
but with ordinary good fortune within the 
next three weeks the Comrnorcial'a third 
ciiblo will be in coinplolo workint; order, and 
bo ablo to trauamit per cent, more busi- 
ness than any other cable under tho oceon."

NEW COMET. 

The Stranger Noticed In Anstralia Examined 
by the Lick Observatory, 

Lick Observatory, Cal., May 2.— Tho 
bright comet recently observed by Profesaor 
Gale in Australia has been observed here 
every evening thia week. It is nesrly 
circular, and ita diameter to tho eyo looks 
eomething like a star of the fifth magnitude. 
It ia moving north five or six dogreea daily; 
but ia slowly growing fainter. Ita light hoa 
been analysed in the spectroaoopc, both 
visually and photographically, and found to 
resemble in every respect that of the bright 
comet of July, 1893. The comet is there- 
fore composed almost wholly of incandes- 
cent carbon and nitrogen gises.

No Fear of Roman Catholics CorabiniDgr 
Aijainst Protestants— Political 
Anarchists Denonnced. 



LoNDO.v, May 2. — Lord Rosobery, at a 
largo Liberal meeting in Manoheater this 
ovoning, spoke at great length concerning 
Home Rule, Agrarian crime in Ireland had 
almost died oat, he^said, and as there was no 
longer any foar of the Catholics combining 
againal the Protestants, the conviction in fav- 
or Home Rule must soon ho carried to tho 
heart and mind of tho Euglish people, lha 
question ought to be und must bu settled as 
a common sense one. If the people of Eng- 
land wished to have a united empire, wished 
to move toward tho ideal of a union of tho 
English apeaking raeoa, they must grunt 
Homo Rule. One obBtucle in the wuy <'f tho 
Homo Rule cause, Lord Roaeberry aaid, waa 
the undertaking to found an indopeudeut 
labor organizition, which waa inspired by 
political unareliisin. Tbo originators of this 
undertuking were ready to atriko any 
parly. If they would confino tlieir 
efforts to pushing the olaima of labor 
everybody would approve their work, 
but not if they played the part of political 
Anarohiata. Should the leaders of the 
movement in queation strike at the Liborul 
party, tho immediate result would be the 
return of the Conservatives to power and 
tho prevention of needed reforms in Ireland 
and Great Britain.

jewel ornaments of any metal, not being 
gold, silver or platinum, gilded or plated, 
per legal kilo $1.60. Pig iron, of first melt- 
ing or in fragments or small pieces, per kilo 
gross one cent ; rough, forged pig iron or 
I)ig steel, per kilo gross one cent.

President Van Homo Incorrectly Seporled as 
to Price of Wheat-Splendid 
Harvest Prospects. 

Winnipeg, May 2. — (Special) — President 
Van Homo of the C.P.R, arrived hero to- 
day with hia party on a trip of inspection. 
Boing interviewed regarding the agitation 
for reduction of freight rates, Mr. Van 
Home said : " We cun'b reduce our rates 
simply because somebody thinks we ought 
to do so. Wo fix them just as a dealer fixes 
hia selling prices, but, 1 am euro, with much 
more oonbideration for the situation and 
needs of our customers. If our directors 
thought our rates ton high or in any way 
unfair tho rates would already havo been 
hanged. Thopreaentratee therefororeproaent 
tho views of our directora on thia aubjoct — 
lews in which I fully concur." Tho Presi- 
dent claimed that he had been incorrectly 
reported in hia prophecy that wheat would 
rojch §2 per bushel aliortly.

Tliic, no doubt, is partly tho reason why ho 
would not declare himself as u government, 
an opposition, or an independent candidate. 
The key note of tho whole situation waa 
sounded, however, when ho took exception 
to Bomothing that waa said, or was supposed 
to have boon said, by tho Premier about 
sheep. Major Mutter and a few others, who 
like himself have not been here long enough 
to understand Britieh Columbian affairs,

To riiK Editor: — I have road with in- 
terest an article in this morning's paper by 
a Cowichan elector, in which he lays groat 
stress upon the idea of a resident member to 
represent the district. Thoao who have 
been furthering Major Mutter's candidature 
have been particularly emphatic on this 
point, and appear to think that Somenos ia 
the place of all plaoea in the district for the 
second member to reside in. The Premier's 
iiitereats are more particularly in Somenos, 
and the lato Hon. Mr. Smitho resided in 
Somenos. 

It would appear that Somenos altogether 
overlooks the fact that Cowiohan-Alborni 
distriot extends from Shawnigan Lake to 
Nootka Sound, and from Duncan to Cape 
Beale, and is a very extensive and important 
distriot. It ia therefore difficult for me to 
underatatad why one particular location 
should be aelected aa tho place for a mem- 
ber to resido in, and the only explanation I 
can give is that it- ia a catch-penny politi- 
cal cry.

Mk S. B. Chookett, whose "Stiokit 
Minister " revealed a delineator of Scottish 
scenery and oharaoter from whom much 
might be expeoted, in hia new work, " The 
Raiders," the Canadian edition of which 
has just been published by William Uriggn, 
Toronto, has more than ful&lled the promise 
of his introduotory essay in literature. 
This splendid atory, with strength in ita 
every line, saturated with local color, full 
of insight, humor and pathos, braces like 
a fresh breeze from tho hills where its scenes 
are laid. " The Raiders " is an eighteenth 
century legend of the wilds of Galloway, 
told by one of the participators in its stir- 
ring scenes. The style of tho narrator, in 
its quaint richness and easy simplicity, 
reminds continually of " Lorna Uoono," 
witli tho difference ttiat tho dialect ia Low- 
lantl .Scottish instead of that of tho West of 
ICugland. But, aa in Mr. Blackmoro'a 
faEUoua atory, there are in " Tho liaidora " 
bold oullawB, shrowd lighting, a delightful 
heroine, and, moreover, au hiatoric snow- 
storm. It would bo hard to eay who of the 
two romancers tella hia story beat or Uya 
upon one the atrongor spell. The giat of the 
atory can be given in a aentenco. It ia that 
of Putrick Heron, of tho lulo Rathau, on the 
Solway ehore, who ia left aa a boy, fatherless 
and mothorleBH, lord of the tiny isle and 
of the tumble-down house upon it. Hia 
neighbors, the Maxwells of Craigdarroch, 
havu their houao fired by a band of outlaws 
from the wilda of Galloway, and the daugh- 
ter of tho houae, tho heroine of the story, is 
cirried oil'. Our hero, Ilerun, who has lost 
hia lieart to the ii],»ideu, and whoeo love 
paaaages with hor from bf'ginnii'g to end are 
simply delightful, foima one of a p^rty of 
vengeance and of rescue. Tho rest of the 
abory, with ou lets hero and there int) rich 
aoeoery on the right and left of its main 
movement, ia occupied with his adven- 
tarei, his desperate perils and happy issue 
therefrom. Silver Sand, revealed after- 
wards as John Faa, Lord and Earl of Little 
Egypt, ia a singular figure, well ooncaived 
and powerfully drawn. There is abundance 
of hard fighting of the good old Border kind. 
But the charm of the book ia in tho sense 
with which every part ia suffused, of tbe 
free life of the open country, of sea and 
moor and mountains, and of tbe strong 
human characters which that life produces 
aaenae which makea tho town-bound citizen 
lontr to find hiinaelf amid these scenes, and 
to fill hia lunga with the breezes that blow 
there.

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HAWAIIAN CONCERNS. 



Undue Proniiuence of Asiatie Kl('ui"ut 
—Whites Mnst Bale-" Captain " 
SauHome'a Movement. 

United States AcquiBition of Pearl 
Harbor— Admiral Irwin's 
FarewelL 



PoKT TowNsKNi), May 2 — Tho U.S.S. 
Adama arrived lu-Jay from Honolulu, April 
13. The fulluwing are extrsiatB from tho 
HawaiittD Star : 

The promio«DGe of Asiatios in various 
trades and callings in Honolulu ia quickly 
remarked by strangers and ia a aonroe of the 
moat serious alarm to the titinking men of 
tlio community. A few years ago any well 
informed person could naiuo the Chinese 
buoiness firms of tho city. Now the Chinese 
all but predominate in looal eommeroe and 
manufuoturing. They control the gardening 
b 19 n Bf, and every m n, woman and child 
in Honolulu feola tlioir coirpotition. It is 
plain that llw plodciir'g, lirelesa Chinamen, 
unhamporod by social or Chriatlnn obliga- 
tiona, will in time holt unditputeii sivny 
upon the Islands. The Japanese are uluot ly 
following tho Chinese hero and will dtiori lju 
abreast of llif m. The pioneer AHiaiiea uro 
exceedinglji jealous of tho newcomers aud 
it may be that Hawaii will be the Boeoo of 
coufliot between these two poworfal races 
from the Orient. 

Tho plunrcrs object to the plank of the 
American Uuion platform which demands 
that Asiatic immigration bo prohibited, be- 
cause a law of that sort would deprive 
tbi m of their ninst valuable labor roeources 
and put their business in jeopardy. On tho 
other hand, the American Union party in- 
sists upon tho prohibitive plunk, because ot 
tho preaaing need to keep Asiatics out of 
business and the trades. It tho planters 
would asnist in framing a law by which 
Asiatics, hereafter coming to tho couatry, 
would bo excluded from business and the 
trades, it seems to us that the two parties 
would soon be able to coalesce. 

This ia Hawaii's reconstruction period, an 
era like that of the Southern Amerioai) 
states in 1865 €8. Those who have won the 
long fight for good government do not pro- 
pose to stake what they have gained on the 
vote of the enemy. While the Hawaiian 
majority ia royalist, the majority cannot 
rule. It ia not and never hoa been the 
American idea to submit tho welfare and 
the interest of a white and civilized minor- 
ity to the whim and caprice of an aboriginal 
majority. Where the Indians have b^en 
mote numeroua than the whites the latter 
have controlled pnbiio affairs and continue 
f o to do. Americanism, ia its firat analysis, 
stands for an enlightened and civilized 
State policy; and that is not possible to ob- 
tain at tho unrestrained hands of Indians 
and negroes in the Uuitcd States; nor from 
tho ballots of Polynesians and their dema- 
gogue Ipadora here. 

Sweet flimplicity itself marks tho plan of 
"Captain" Sunaonio to capture this govern- 
ment. As formulated in print tho process 
looks as easj to him as rolling oil a log. 
The "Captain" will first fiil Honolulu with 
fighting Canadians; then he will come here 
himself and send hia card to President Dole, 
and if that olliciul refuses to see liim and 
to step down and out he will at onco take 
mikttera in hia own hands. Upon threat of 
imprisonment for these proceedings ho will 
promptly appeal to tho ISritieh Minister, 
who will, it ia presumed, toll him he ia tho 
man Hawaii has long boec waiting for and 
prove it by Bishop VVillis. On the whole, 
Sansome has a great bead, even if it ig made 
of wood. 

In regard to the ceremonies attending tho 
relieving of Admiral Irwin by Admiral 
Walker, tho following programme ia an- 
nounced for April 14 : Admiral Walker 
will be received by a barge iu charge of an 
officer from tho Philadelphia. Ou board 
the ship all hands will be in place at guns 
and! sidea. After th^ Admirals exchange 
greetings. Admiral Irwin will rsud hia 
orders ao that all can hear. Admiral 
Walker will do tho same. Admiral Irwin 
will then read a farewell address to oliioerii 
and men and Admiral Walker will apeak 
briefly. Next Admiral Irwin's flag will be 
saluted as it conies down aud Admiral 
Walker's banner as it goes up. l'>ery war 
ship in port will burn powder. Within a 
reasonable time after the transfer of com- 
mand, oalla between Admiral Walker and 
ofBoera of the other warships will be ex- 
changed. 

Auditor-Gieneral Geo. J. Rosa ia to retire. 
His resignation was sent in a few days ago. 
Mr. Ross' reason for giving up the place is 
his failing health. The new Auditor-Gen- 
eral will be Henry Laws, of Wuiluku. 

Ur, Whitmee, of the London Missionary 
Society, speaking about the disturbed con- 
dition of the Samoans, aaid that they would 
never be at rest uatil they were granted 
what was their strong and unanimous desire, 
iQ bo governed solely by Great Britain. 
Like all the ochpr South Pacific groupa they 
derived their Cnriatiinity and oivilizition 
from England. Their chief trade has been 
with tho Kngliah-.Vustralian colonioa. Dr. 
Whitmee does not think that such Knglish 
occupation of Samoa would interfere with 
ttio rights to a coaling atafion at Pago.pngo 
already ac(|uirod by the United States. 

Hawaii waniH the Uuiturl States to have 
Pearl Hirbor fast enough, but it hag a right 
to insist upoi the maiuienanco of the reci- 
procity treaty which it received in return 
for tho grant. This matter should bo cleared 
up before anything further is douo. It ia 
pleasant to speculato upon tho result to 
Hawaii of the procedure thus marked out. 
A coaling station meana that a fortilied und 
garrisoned reservation, under tho American 
flag, wdu il be establialied on this soil. That 
would 1)B a long stride towards tho annexa- 
tion of tho group, and iu tho meantime 
\\ould be an advance on tho part of tho 
United States to the relation of o protector- 
ate; virtual if not actual. In the existenco 
of tho flag and garrison there would bo a 
pledge of looal Btcurity by which values 
would bo enhanced and capital attracted,

Surrey Fanuers Plpdffo Theniaelves to 
8npi)(ii't the Contemplated 
Line of Steamers. 



The Necessity lor Access to New Mar- 
kets Strongly Emphasized— 
Enconraging: Prospect. ■ 



A public meeting was held in the Mud 
Bay Bchoolhouse, Surrey, on the evening of 
April 25 for the purpoee of discnssing the 
oxpedionoy of making an ellort to promote 
direct connection with tho markets of tho 
Provino;. Tho meeting, which was thor- 
oughly representative, elected Mr. Jotin 
Stewart chairman and Mr. B. Stevenson 
secretary. Tho chairman invited anyone in 
favor of extending and developing facilities 
for reaching the markets of tho Province to 
speak. 

Mr. Artemas Davidson made a vigorous 
and pointed address, in which he ahowed 
tho urgent necessity tor the fannera of 
Elgin, Mud Bay, and Surrey in general to 
poaaeaa a ready meana of aooesa to all the 
available markets. He aaid that at present 
the facilities were very meagre, and there- 
fore if any additional outlet could be 
obtained he would certainly advocate its 
claims. He believed an effort had been 
made to secure connection with Victoria 
and Vancouver via White Rook, by a line 
of steamers that would carry both freight 
and pusaoDgers. If this conneotion were 
made it would bring Elgin within about 
three milea of tho point of ahipment. 

•Mr. 1-). Johnson aleo strongly urged the 
expediency of tho farmers giving tho pro- 
jt'ct. their hi'ttrty support. Mr. William 
McHride and several other gentlemen also 
addressed the meeting, all present appear- 
ing to bo in full accord with the proposal. 

H. (.;. Thrift, of Hazelmere, being re- 
((uesled to give the me'jtinu hia viewa on 
1(10 matter, aaid he was pli^.ised to obucrvo 
this movement had made huch progress 
ariiorg tho Muii Hay firuiers. Tho liinti 
had, he believed, arrived in tho history of 
Surrey when the people n'ust endeavor to 
secure the beat mi;rketa in the Province for 
their produce; to do thia it waa abaolulely 
necessary to improve and extend tho road 
ayetem of the district, and then obtain con- 
nection with the cities of the I'mvinco. At 
the present time an opportuiiiiy of obtain- 
ing an outlet prcBontecl itoelf. A company 
who had been in oorrefipondimce wilh par- 
ties in the district for some time had stated 
they were favorably di-<p(iaed to open a 
steamer route between Victoria and \Vhito 
Rock, that would give the farmera excellent 
fucilitiea for disposing of their produce. 
Tlify had re(jueHte(l to be furnished with an 
approximate eatimatc of trslHo, present and 
prospective. If tho genilenien present 
could fumiah any information as to the 
amount of prodnoe that would be raised 
this season it would be very acceptable. 

The chairman appointed a committee to 
collect information and prepare an estimate. 
After they had performed thia duty they 
reported 1,500 tons aa the estimated pro- 
duct of the Mud Bay settlement for this 
year, ezolaaive of dairy produce, fruits, 
roots, potatoes, etc. 

A resolution waa adopted pledging those 
present to encourage and assist the proposed 
steamer arrangement by every means in 
their power, provided tho freight rates 
charged do not exceed what have now to bo 
paid. 

The meeting adjourned after passing a 
hearty vote of thanks to the chairman and 
secretary.

THB OAMPAION PROPBBTS. 

The Advertiser and other Mainland Oppo- 
sition uewapapera still ountinue their boaat- 
inga and their propheoiea of bucoobb. They 
aeem to think that their reudera are wholly 
devoid cit discornmont. They evidently ex- 
pect that by continually prodiotini; success 
and Qonatantly announciDg the demoralizsk 
tion and the weakness of their opponents, to 
lead electors to helieve what thty so persist- 
ently ai;J so confideotly assert. But there are 
very f -.w imlced who will bo duped by such 
a transparently dishonest device. Most peo- 
ple know that the object ol tbis continual 
boasting is to keep up the courage of the 
boaaterB iheti^aelved. They vainly imagine 
that if Ihty go on represontiug 
things aa thoy wish them 
be iliey will aomehow increase their 
chances of succcaa. But they will find that 
they are deceiving themselves. Most peo- 
ple know that men who are sure that they 
are on the road to suoceas do not keep on 
proclaiming tho progress they aro making, 
They ore quiet, and are careful not to do 
anythiii;^ ur to siiy anything that will 
stimulate their oppononta or competitors to 
increased exertion. Their poliey is rather 
to act In auoh a way as to lead the public to 
Itelieve that their proapeots aro not so good 
as they are. The successful man in any 
race or competition is never noisy. It is 
only thoao who feel that they aro losing 
ground who shout victory before the struggle 
has well began. 

Everyone has obBorved that even after a 
long canvass there aro very few indeed who 
foel warranted in bpeakirig contidonlly of 
the result. How often does it happen that 
on the very eve of election tho cnndi 
date who is to be defeated fools sure 
that he is going to win. If this is the oaso 
on the day before the election, wliat are tho 
pablio to think of the predictions of BuccesB 
that aro made boforo tho campaign hae we ' 
commenced? The future ia nearly always 
uncertain, and in election timea particularly 
it is not to bo ooniidcntly calculated upon. 
During an election campaign no one can tell 
what a day will bring forth. The prospects 
of many a promising oandidat«^ave been 
utterly ruined within a few hours of the 
opening of the polls. 

Tho principal prophet of tho present 
campaign, tho editor of the Newa-Adver 
tiser, stands on a very slippery plaoe. It is 
evident that he knows that this is the case, 
and this ia, wo have no doubt, why ho trios 
so hard to make the public believe that he 
and his party are auro to be elevated to 
powor. Mr. Brown of Westminster has 
shown in the olearcat way that he is not so 
sure of the success of the Opposition as his 
late political assooiate professes to be. 

THB ANOLOPHOBIST JOURNALS. 

The way in wbioh a certain dass of Am- 
erionn newspbpora, following the lead of the 

New York Sun, rave about Great Britain, 
ought to be amusing, but to many it ia 
most irritating. Thoso journals are always 
on tho lookout for some grievance against 
England. They ottributo to her all sorts of 
evil desicns, and blame her in a violent 
but superlatively senseless way for bringing 
about evils from which Americana suffer. 

While the Behrlng Sea dispute wag being 
diaousaed. theee newspapers were fierce and 



warlike. Nothing bub blood would satisfy 
them, and the £nglish languago failed them 
when tlrey , tried to express their feel- 
ings of indignation, hatred and con- i 
tempt. Tho tail of the unfortunate lion 
was pounded to a jelly. When the de- 
pression In trade oame. Great Britain 
was held ' accountable for that misfortune. 
Her selfish policy with regard to silver and 
her malign influence over the money markets 
of tho world drained tho United States of 
its gold, depreoittted its silver, and lowered 
the prices of its commodities iu every country 
of the civilized world. England was accused 
by these truculent journals with being too 
apathetic and old womanlah in Brazil and 
with being too meddlesome and greedy on 
tho Mosquito coast. In fact aho was an ob- 
Btaolo in tho way of American progress, and 
the sooner sho was wiped off the face of the 
earth the better for all the rest of the world. 
She must be put down and the United 
States of America must undertake tho task. 

Thoro are sensible Americans who witnesa 
this fault tiuding vilification and gasconad- 
ing with ill concealed disgust. They are 
intelligent enough to form an unbiassed 
opinion of Great Britain's policy, and larga- 
minded enough to appreciate the part whloh 
aho takes in tho direction of tho world's 
atl'aira. Thoy, too, estimate the howling 
tribe of Anglophobista at their true value, 
and they sometimes givii them a piece of 
their mind quite plainly. The New York 
Post a short time ago in a bantering article 
showed tho contempt whioh liberal-minded 
and woll informod Aniorlcana have for tho 
Yankee contemners of Great Britain and 
overythini; Briliuh. Commenting on tho 
bollicoao urticlea of tho tribe with regard to 
tho l^ehring Sea matter, it aaya: 

Tho ihnea are tipo for war. Advertising 
is dull and aalea are amall. A war would 
Htinuilato both. From exoluaivo information 
rooi'ived about two months ago, many war- 
riors were satiblUd that Great Britain would 
iiovi;r paaa an act at all, but just go on 
catching aeala until wo blew her out of the 
water. In that oaso tho United States was 
to "act alone." It is true that she has 
passed an act, but what an act it ia. Tho 
Evening Sun says, "There is serious doubt 
how far it goes." The Providence Journal 
calls for "a prompt and emphatic protest." 
The Chicago Journal ia naturally too much 
exasperated to regard any longer with 
oalmnoaseithor "Canadian brutality or Kng- 
lish duplicity." Tho Mail and Express says 
that " once more (laat time not mentioned) 
this administration has been overreached 
by England. Does anyone think President 
Harrison or Mr. Blaine," etc. The Boston 
Journal says it is " a successful game of 
bluff against the American government." 

Sympathizing with the howlers in their 
denunciation of Great Britain, the Post goes 
on to say : 

Now can there be any better way 
of striking her trade and her 
moneyed interests than war? We can 
cover the sea with fast oruiaers who would 
destroy or shut up in port all her mercantile 
marine in a month, and put a stop to hor 
infernal habit of buying our produce and 
giving us her damnable goods in exchange. 
Wo want her gold, and her gold wo cannot 
get except by force. Moreover, there ia a 
moral aide to war which cannot bo over- 
looked. Knowing that .these London bank- 
era and moneyed Interuata aro sticking to 
the monometallic syatoni ' in their own in- 
terest,' and ' because it pays,' ahuuld we 
allow them to persist In their vicious 
courses ? Ought wo not with our resources 
to ' pull ' these banking houses, ao to speak, 
in tho interest of mankind ? Wo havo 
already in Hawaii struck a apleudid blow 
for chastity. Should wo nor iu Kngland 
strike another blow for uuaelfishneaa and 
silver? The speotnolo of superb disdain for 
profit whioh we ourselves show iu all our 
transactions haa evidently been thrown 
away on thia brutal power. It ia time to 
give her a touch of real Christianity at tho 
cannon's mouth. And it muat stir every 
American, not to suy journalistic, heart to 
know that when the blow is struck, it will 
be struck for a modtut, unassuming metal 
like silver, which vauuceth not itself, and 
is not puffed up, and if people do not like to 
buy it at SL29an ounce, goes quietly and 
patiently at sixty-throe and a half cents an 
ounce. 

This is perhaps aa good a way as any to 
expose the absurdity of the vauntinga and 
the threateninga of the tail-twisters, bat it 

is a reproach to American journalism that 
newspapers which ought to occupy a re- 
spectable position and ought to givo a 
healthy tone to public opinion, should re- 
quire such a scathing and contemptuous cas- 
ligation as the New York Post gives its 
Anglophnbist contemporaries. 



tho prinoiple underlying the betterment, or 
as it is named here the " local improvement 
plan," which is, as Mr. Bollot tersely ex- 
presses it, " that tho people who derived a 
pecuniary benefit from a public improve- 
mpnt were justly bound to contribute to 
such improvement, aiid it makes no differ-, 
enoe in the world whether the Seven Dials 
had been destroyed by fire or the pickaxe of 
the County Council, the result to the owner 
is exactly the same." 

Special asseBsmenta for local improvo- 
ments, the reviewer tells ua, are levied in 
Illinois, Minnesota, Nebraska, Arkansas, 
Louisiana, California, and the State 
of New York. The mode of impoaition 
differs in different States. In some places 
the governing body takes tho initiative and 
in others tho owners of the property to be 
improved. The maximum rate varies both 
as to amount and time of payment in dif- 
ferent States. In some places the assessed 
area extends beyond the property immedi- 
ately and directly bonelitod. In New 
York " in tho case of atreota tho betterment 
area ia limited in some instances to half the 
diatanco of the next street, and in others to 
the ends of streets proposed to be made or 
extended. And in the case of public squares 
or placea tho area may includo not only the 
property adj'jiuing and fronting such 
8(iuares and places but also any property 
outside those limits as the Commiasioners 
shall deem to be benefited by the erection of 
such squares or places." 

Mr. Bollot appears to uonsider the bet- 
terment law of the Proviuco of Ontario a 
peculiarly good one, for ho (luotea eccliona of 
it m cxtcnso. In that province " the charge 
for local private iaiprovejiiontu, auch aa 
sewers, drains, paving, lighting, etc., is 
levied upon the owners of property fronting 
upon tho improvements by a special rate, 
according to tho frouliigi', and upon the 
rutupayera gencriilly by \\ oiinimon rate." 
Tho betterment ayatom also obtaiua in 
M anitoba and Qaebeo. The colony of Vic- 
toria has a Lands Uompeniation Statute, 
which ia, to a certain extent and in a modi- 
fied form, a betterment law. 

The bettarnient tyatem, wherever it haa 
been introduced, haa worked well. Thio is 
easily understood. Its prinoiple ia equi- 
table. We do not see that any state 
or colony or province that has' ever 
adopted it, has given it up and returned to 
tho old plan of burdening the whole muni- 
cipality with tho cost of improvementa, 
which bene lit only » part of it. There can 
bo no doubt, now that county government 
has been extended to England, it will be 
adopted by the greater number of the Coun- 
oils. London is contending for it, and would 
have had it ere now were it not for the ob 
atruction of the Houae of Lords. But tho 
Lords will soon aeo that they have nude a 
miatako in mnro ways than one by refusing 
the London County CouQotl the power it is 
trying to get, and when the system is once 
fairly at work in the Metropolis, other 
County (Councils will follow its example. 
Aa Mr. Bollot haa proved that the better- 
ment p'-iccipla ia not a "new fangled one," 
hut that it has bean ac'ed upon for 
hundreds of years in England, the Opposi 
tion to it will soon die ou^. One of the 
betterment laws of England dates as far 
back as 1427. 



THB PRINOIPLE OF BSTTBRMBST. 

The prinoiple of betterment and its ap- 
plication are just now warmly discussed in 
Great Britain. The London County Coun- 
cil tried to get power to aaaesa for im- 
provements on thia principle, but the bill 
waa thrown out by the Lorda, because, as is 
alleged by ita advocates, they labored under 
u misconception of its nature and ita modo of 
operation. In order to show the iutelli- 
gent public of Great Britain what bottor- 
nient really means, Mr. Hugh H. L. licl- 
lot has coutiibutod an able and oxcoodingly 
well-written article to the April number of 
the Westminster Review. 

Mr. Bellot shows that the principle of 
betterment was embodied in English law as 
early aa tho time of Charles II. When 
London waa devastated by tho Great Fire 
the Government decided that the owners of 
property should pay for the improvements 
that were te be made when it was rebuilt on 
a better plan. Section 2G of the Act sota 
forth why the owners of property should bo 
required to contribute towards tho improve- 
ment by which it was made nioro valuable : 
"And forasmuch asthohouses nowremaining 
and to bo rebuilt will receive more or less 
advantage in the Value of renta ]by the 
liberty of air and U6S risoourse for trade 
and other conveniences by such regulation 
and onlargomont. " If the owners or others 
intereated in such houses refused to agree 
and compound with tho city uuthorition, 
then a jury was to be enipanelled " to judge 
and assess th'eownerslnterested of andinsnch 
houses such competent sum or sums of 
money, with respect to their several inter- 
eats, in eonsidoration of suoh improvement 
and melioration as in reason and good con- 
science they shall think fit." Hero wo have

CONNECTING THE LINKS. 



Important Evidence pffered in the 
Savary Island Case at Yester* 
day's Sitting of the Court. 



The Prisoner Eepresented by Counsel 
for the First Time— Will Prob- 
ably Be Committed To day. 



The preliminary hearing of tho oaao of 
Regiua v. Lynn (murder) waa continued yee- 
forday before Mr. E. Pearson, J. P., a court 
room being improviaed in the front corridor 
of tho law courts, all the aaaal ohambera of 
juatice being otherwise in uae. For the 
firat time tho priaoner was represented by 
couiioel, Mr. E. P. Davis, of Vancouver, 
appearing in hia behalf, but declining, aa 
Lynn had from the first, to oroaa-exaniine 
any of tho witneasoa. 

First of thesn waa Captain Georgo Pitton- 
drigh, coroner for Weatininater district, 
who gave evidence aa to tho holding of an 
inqueatontho Ith of November, it being 
adjourned from that date to tho 15th of the 
aamo month. Ho identified numerous exhi- 
bits — guns, aliellB, two five dollar pieces, 
bullola cut from the walla, etc., und wua fol- 
lowed by Dr. Adolphe E. Harrison Thomas, 
who, having made tho post mortem, testified 
»3 to nature of tho wound-! and idpntitied 
tho buUota extracted from tho bodies. 

Warden Moresby, of tho Weotminater 
jail, identified a number of exhibits which 
had bouu handed to him at tho inquest, for 
aafo keeping, and which he produced in 
court. Among tho artiolea thus brought 
into the cas;o waa a pipe belonging to Lynn 
and bearing his name, which had been 
found in tho Savary island ahacic near 
Green's place, immediately after tho tragedy. 

Charles Thulin, hotelUceper at Lun<l, ]'>. 
C, told how Lynn had viiiited hia pluco on 
tho evening of Thursday, Ctober 'J6, when 
ho (Lynn) presented an order sigiied by 
John Green for six bottles of u bieki'.y. V'ric 
Jacobaon'a tcatimouy was vahiablo chiefly in 
tliat he swore that the bodies were not dia- 
turbed Ironi tho time they wore first found 
until they were handed over to Michael 
Manaon, J. P., tho nearest justice of tho 
peace. 

Albert Hanaon, u rancher at Lund, who 
had frequently been employed by Green 
about the place, was next called. Ho waa, 
he aaid, well acquainted both with Green 
and the premises. He told of seeing Lynn 
when he waa going north and when he was 
returning — before the shooting — and 
described the firearms which Green had had 
about hia raDoh. Among these was one 
round-barrelled Winchester rifle— a peculiar 
weapon— aimilar to that fonnd in Lynn's 
poBsessioD when he was arrested. There 
was also a repeating shot sun, such as tho 
Indian woman Jennie had described aa hav- 
ing been taken from Green's house, and 
aftorwarda dropped overboard from the 
BkifT. 

In explaining tho poaition of the bodies 
when they were first found, thia witness 
said that Taylor's was lying faoo down on 
the floor, a shot gun being under his left 
shoulder and his pipe being clenched 
in hia right hand, the stem of 
the pipe very close to his mouth. 
Green was h.df-siltiug, half-lying, crouched 
up in the corn^'r behind tho door. Near by 
and facing tho door was a chair, on tho edge 
of which Were blood atains, tho poaition of 
the body and of the chair leading to tho con- 
oluaion that Green had been sitting in hia 
chair facing the door when fired upon from 
without. 

Thia completed tho morning sesoion, and 
during the noon odjournment tho witncases 
from Savary and iho adjacent ialanda in- 
spected Lynn'a sUifl io which he left Savury 
island, and which was positively idoutified 
by HanBon and Carlaon. 

Norman Smith, who discovered the bodies, 
waa tho firat witneas of tho afternoon. Ho 
narrated tho circuni«tan..\5H in detail, and 
wua followed by Michael Mmaon, J. P., 
whoso evidence covered all tho numerous 
display of exhibits in tho case. Tho table at 
Green's, ho deposed, had been spread for 
three (presumably Green, Taylor and Lynn), 
and the unwashed dishes showed that three 
had partaken of the meal. The house bore 
evidence of having been hastily ransacked, 
as also did the store, which had been entered 
by the side window, it being found broken 
and the door looked. A plug of tobacco and 
several pellets of shot were found under the 
broken window ; more of the same sized 
shot was ptckid up near Lynn's onbin on the 
beaoh. The witoeas had carefully exam- 
ined tne guns in the honae, which had been 
placed ahsttC to give the iropreesion that a 
quarrel had taken place between Green and 
Taylor, and was prepared to swear that 
neither had been discharged in three months 
at least (at the tragedy); nor were there 
any shot holes in tho house. 

At thia point tl<.e ( xaminatioD rested Until 
1:30 o'clock this ufternoou.

Tho reci- 
tation by Miaa Mooro received a 
loud round of applauae, as did also tho 
club swinging exhibition by aoven young 
ladies, pupils of Mr. J. St. Clair. A song 
by Mr. Edward Mallandaine well pleased 
tho audience and the three numbers follow- 
ing — a quartette by malo voices, a fancy 
scarf drill by 14 young ladies and a tam- 
bourine dance anil 8wiss song by the Misses 
Nellie and May Todd, brought the first part 
of the programme toiA olose, and were all 
worthy of praise.

Advice to General Herbert— Danger in 
the Commnnion Cup- Capitol 
Flans Boodling:. 



An Ottuwrt dospatch says: Mr. Joseph 
Pope's lifo of Sir John Muccloniikl will muku 
ita appoariinco in ubout throe inoiithB' time. 
The work will bo publinhed in two voluiiioa 
by Mr. Eiiwani Arnold, the well-kuown 
EnRliah publialior. It is cxpocted that it 
will prove of the greatest possible interest. 
The scope of the work, hnwevur, does not 
como down luter than 1878. The duty will 
devolve upon Mr. Pope, at suitio distant 
date, of writing a third volume, coverinR 
the period from 1878 to 1891. It would be 
manifestly diilKult for him to epoak with 
that degree of frankness which is essential 
in the true historian, of events which have 
happened so recently, the chief actors in 
which are still with us The other day 
Mr. Pope, in searching through some 
old papero of Sir John iMacdonald'a, 
made a great find. From time to time 
regret has boon exprossed that no 
ofiboial record was kept of the disnussiong 
which toolc plaoe in the confederation con- 
ferenoea. No one ever suapeoted chat such 
a reoord had been made. It had been Mr. 
Pope's good fortnse to find a oompiete ru- 
port of the prooeedinKs o{ the Qitebeo oou- 
lerenoe Id 1866, and of the oouierFooe ar. 
LoDdon, Eog. , wbea the B N.A. Aot wua 
beiog drafted. All the original moiioua 
and ameDdmente proposed at the Q<H-b e 
oonferenoe are available in the handwritinu 
of the different "fathers" who proponi-d 
them, as well as a verbatim report of thu 
speeobes. The foor or five different drafts 
ot the B H.A. Aot have also oome to li^ht, 
and Btudeota of our constitution will hail 
with delight the annouDcemeDt that with 
this valuable mtiea of doouments in his 
possession it ia Mr. Pope's intention to 
write the history of confederation as soon aa 
his life of Sir John Maodonald is before the 
public, 

"Christy" kraser's collatsk. 
There was a dnmatio aceue in the On- 
tario leglilature last week, when Hon. C. F. 
Fraser, whose apeeob the previous day 
against the ballot for separate schools had 
been iDti<^rrapted by illneas, again had the 
floor. In strong and visorous koeuaf^e be 
was deoouDoing Coatnee'a bill, wnan sud- 
denly his voice grew husky. " Oh 1 it is 
useless for me to try," said the Commis- 
sioner of Pnblio Works, who then sank 
silently into bis ohair, leaving the eentence 
unfinished.

Toronto Star : General Herbert is prob- 
ably correct in saying that ono great draw- 
back to the eiiicieucy of the Canadian 
militia ia tho preponderance of ofhcers, and 
he may bo right in declaring that a largo 
proportion of tho force is incoiiipotont, but 
he should not forget that tlie men are vol- 
unteers, that the inetiicicnt battalions are 
in small cities and rural districts, where the 
men cannot afford a great deal of time for 
inilitary drill. Wo do not observe that 
(!en. Herbert has spent any length of time 
over theae country battalions, nor that 
he has required any members of his 
ataflf, or his deputies to do so. The gen 
oral has made flying trips to their 
headquarters, inspected tbem, grumbled a 
little perhaps, or looked glum or dissatisfied 
and gone away. We venture to auegeat 
that one or two days spent with the oihcers 
in discussion and in giving them advice, 
perbapa in drilling the corps himself several 
times, would be much more effective than 
in pouring forth voluminous and biting re- 
ports from Ottawa. Tbe general should re- 
tiiembcr that the Canadian forces are volun- 
teers and that the people in this young 
country have to work too hard and aro too 
poor to have time to strive to achieve the 
form of regulnrs and voterana, 

AT HAND WHEN KliEDED. 

Montreal Gazette : Take General Her- 
bert's report aa a wbgle, there is very little 
praise in it. True, there are faults in tho 
militia system, but about Montreal, at any 
rate, even the most unsophisticated in mili- 
tary mattera can aee from day to day that 
the servics is improving. It is to be rc- 
inembored also that, bad as tho force bo 
oomca at times, whenever it has been called 
on for active service — and it has been called 
on Hoiiiewhat fre(|utntly in the thirty odd 
years of ita exiatence — iheri; has always 
been ])lenty of men to Oil not only tlie bat- 
tilionu on duty, but thoao which stayed at 
homo as well.

Manitoba Free Press : Dr. Forbes ia pro- 
' fessor of chemistry in the Rochester uni- 
versity, he is also a prominent member of 
the Central Presbyterian ohuroh of that 
otty. The doctor has attained a more than 
local reputation for his bacteriological re- 
searobes, and when he diaoovered the germa 
of disease lurking in the communion cup his 
announcement caused a profound aenaation 
among the membera of the oongcegation 
He was very poaitive in bis assertion and 
offered to prove it by a practioal illustration 
if the chance was afforded him. He asked 
that after tbe next oommanion Sunday tho 
aaoramontal cup be handed ovor to him for 
analysis and ho would demonatrikto the 
truth of hia contention. Tho oldors hesi- 
tated, many of ihom bitterly opposed the 
propoailiou, but finally a majoiity 
conaonted and tho communion cup 
was Bubjocted to the doctor's (xam- 
iuation. The result was otanling 
oven to tho doctor ; ho aaid, in preaontiug 
his report: "Centlemen, tho analyaia and 
teats made by another gentleman anil tiiyeclf 
have confirmed my foara. We have found 
in the communion cup tho undeveloped 
germa of twenty-two diaoaaes. I now leave 
it in your hands to judge whether you will 
change your form of communion or continue 
it in the present way, with the knowledge 
that in participating in this solemn rile you 
lay yourselvea liable to nearly two di.zon 
more or leas dangerous diaoaaes, ranging 
from typhiiid fever down to mumps." 
Eygiono won tho victory over orthodoxy 
and resulted in tho church ordering individ- 
ual cups for each oommuuioant. Other 
churches have followed tho example aot 
them by the Central.

Toronto Muil : In Canada thero has de- 
veloped duriDg tho piiot few yeara a curiouB 
vuriikiioD of upioion en boch eidos on the 
tirifl" ia6uo, Among tho MinisterialiatB 
there are men who cull lor duties of fifty 
per cent., mid it in poaaiblo, in running over 
tho list of Government supporters, to find 
almost every shade of tarifl" idea until one 
reaches tho member for Marquette, who 
wants coal oil, binder twine, and wire fenc- 
ing free. In tho opposite ranks a very com- 
plete range of opinions can also bo discov- 
ered. There wo have Mr. Gillmor demanding 
that the froo traders be free traders, with 
out auspioion of oomproiniso ; Mr. Laurier 
advocating a gradual approach to the ideal ; 
and Mr. Martin approving of the duty on 
flour and oalUng for higher proteotion for 
tnuttoD. Tbe faot seems to be that while 
on the general principle involved eaob party 
may be UBanimoua, a diflerenoe oreepa in 
when it cornea to the working out o( the de 
tails. Among the Conaer'^atives those who, 
B8 regards details, favor tho more moderate 
rates, based, however, on tho protective 
policy, have, f(ir the moment, triumphed. 
Their success 'Uid the resulting speetaelo of 
a high turid' party whittling duwn the 
duties may have been forood by the pressure 
of public opiDioD. But be that as it may, 
the altered conditiona seem to point to the 
possibility that our tariir will not again in 
the near future reach the old figure.

MontroiU Giizelti! : The amount of capital 
thao hiia been invested in tho cotton mills in 
Canada ia in round iiumbers about Sl.'i,- 
OOO.UDU. The yearly production of goods 
manuf.ictiired by the nulla ia aoninwhero un 
der $t),()rj(l,OUO. The number of hands em- 
ployed in the diilVrent niilla is eomowhat 
under 0,000. Thi" yourly wages paid in 
connection with the manufacture of cotton 
ia about $2, lOU 000 per unuuni. In addition 
to the above outlay in wages, there ia the 
ordinary supplies used in large manufactur- 
ing oonof ms, also fuel, freigats, ioauraooe, 
sto., which neaesiarily amounts to a very 
large sam. Tbe mills number 23 in all— from 
Brantford in the west to Halifax in the 
eaati. Prior to 1S7S there were ei.v mills 
in operation. Following tho institution nf 
the National policy a number of additional 
mills were started, very largely with a view 
of employiog the local labor, by those seek- 
ing the development of the respeotlve towns 
in which they vrere situated. This deve- 
lopment in certain cases might be con- 
sidered, as far as the local interests were 
concerned, Boniowhat imprudent, as it 
tended to create more or less overproduc- 
tion, tlie result being that in moat of tho 
smaller mills, where thero was also lacking 
the oxperionco necessary for the conducting 
of such, to thorn, now enterprises, a serious 
loss to the owners was tbe consequence, 
this loss being caused by the oontinued com- 
petition in the prices of goods manufac- 
tured.

Next ii 
house in I'elham I'ay Park, outside of 
the eily, w;is oponed for a sninnier re- 
treat, and there for tv. o days every week 
in summer time since June, 1890, tho 
girls have enjoyed n free onting, to tho 
nuniher all told of nearly ,5,(»U0. At tho 
"IbiUilay lIou,-e" tliey are treated to a 
dinner and a happy play spoil in the 
fields imd carried back to tho tenements 
leaded with fresh flowers and cheered 
by pleasant reeolleetions. A few of those 
who can In; sjiared fi'om tln'ir household 
cares aiX) given ;i week's vacation at tlio 
park, which is situated on tlio tidewa- 
ter shore. Jleantiino tlio balx's doniand- 
iiig tho caruof tho ab.sent "littlo moth- 
ers" are taken in charge by vohiuleor 
nurses. During tho outing trips between 
tho park and llioir homes tlio girls are 
cliaperoiii'(l by voluntei'r.-, "who also visit 
tho ti'nein('nL(iuiU'ler.s to acquaint them- 
selves with tho homo stuTOondings of ev- 
ery girl under jirotcction of tho society. 
Tlu^ most needy are supplied with lire- 
sentablo g:irnieiils oui of a stook gatli- 
ered by lla^ associated workers from 
friends and patrons. 

The "littlo niothors" who fall sick 
receive constant relii'f thnjugh tho 
watchfulness of their elia])orons, ail<l a 
corps of teachers meots the girls at stat- 
cil times to give inslruclion in sewing, 
cooking and other household labor. 

The work of the Littlo Mothers' Aid 
association is not alouo unique; it grap- 
ples with a great social evil and eerves 
to humanize nnd Americanize forces 
which el.se might tend toward anarchy 
luid erinie.

In obodieuco to iho order ifiadcd by Mr. 
Justice Wulkem on Tuesday evening, Ur. 
Georgo Duncan, tho city medical health 
officer, attended at tho court house yoatcr- 
day morning and produced tho Ufty-aix 
Chinese immigrants who had undergone the 
mysterious process of disiufeotion at Rosa 
Bay. Thore they stood, aa well washed a 
lot of Chinamen as could bo found any- 
where, and behaving as nicely as if the 
angry feelings which drove them to the 
verge of rebellion the eventnc; before hud all 
been puri^ed away in the wholesome 
oleaosing to whioh they bad been lubjeoted. 

When the court assembled at 10 o'oiooh, 
Mr. JuBtiee Waikem presiding, Mr. H. 
Dallas Helmoken announced that he ap- 
peared on behalf of Wong K«e and the 
fifty. five other Chinamen who wanted to get 
freo on the Aaietu corpua writ, while Mr. J. 
P. Walls eaid ihtt he represented Dr. Dan- 
can, the health o£Baer (and, of course, inci- 
dentally tho city). 

In axkiug lhac the Chinamen should be 
granted their liberty on the writ of habeas 
oorpuB, Mr. Helmoken related the oireum- 
etaoces at-teiulinjj tho detention of the 
Coiacta by iho ciiy medioil health officer 
TbeCbinamru hud, lie said, been duly passed 
by the Duuiinion ho .lih I Ifioer before they 
werci taki-'U poaaouiioa of by the constables 
nuiiiii,' under the oily health ollioor, and 
lirivun to tho auspect alation to undergo a 
proci'Ni) of purilicalion. Tho matter was one 
p.-uvunnly diacuBned in the caao of Bowack 
af,'i.iLat Vancouver, which wau argued before 
liia Lordahip, and was reported in tho 
Br'''«'' Culuuiljia Heporta. 

Hia Lordahip Isold, however, that tho cuBo 
cited wan not a aimilar one to the present. 

Mr. Helinckon in proceeding, held that 
the Douiiijion health oliicor having given a 
clean hill oi health to land, hia iuspeotion 
was Bullioient for tho purpose of Batiafying 
the (luarantino regulationa. Ho ijuoted 
eeoiiona 12 and 15 ot tho city health by-law, 
which read aa toUov.a ; 

" 12 In case any traveller coming from 
without the city or any person residing in 
the city is infected with or exposed lo any 
of tho diseases mentioned in thia by-law, 
tho medical health officer may makot lTeot- 
ivo proviaion^in the manner which to him 
shall seem boat for tho publio safety by re- 
moving such persona to a separate hnuto if 
lie conaklers the premiseo to be in a closely 
populated portion of tho city, or by otlior- 
wiso isolating him if it can be done without 
danger to hia health, nud by providing 
nura«a und other uasiBtuooe and necessaries 
for him at hia own cost or charges, or the 
cost of hia parents or other person or per- 
sons liable for his support. 

"10 If Che izedioai health officer or san- 
itary inspector believaa that any person ia 
infected or hus been exposed to infection, or 
that his or her clothing or other f ffoots con- 
tain infection, eithf-r of them may detain 
such person and hia oi her olotliiLg Of Othei" 
elTecta aforeaaid, and euoh peiton and 
tho clothing and other etlccta shall bo 
at nnoe disinfootf-d, " 

Tlie(>f, Idi'vii'.Cua did not givo ll'.c health 
ofQcei" power to act us ho had dono— no .uiial 
the by-law bad not been carried out. T^cre 
was an utter absence of any evidenco that 
these people were infected, othorv/iae the 
Dominion healih offictr would not have 
allowed them to laud. Aa to contagion, 
the health olli.;er was not justified in tho 
mode ho took to carry out the law. Even 
where a discretionary power waa given, peo- 
ple should be treated uliko. 

Hia Lordship remarked that the law ro- 
oogniacd no difitirenco between while men 
and Chinese or other Asiatics, and that it 
was a leading prioeiple oi Eaglieh jt-ria- 
prudeoOB that ail should be treated alike. 
Mere BOiptcion was not aufSaioni to entitle 
the health officer to detain peraena in suoh 
oases. In tho citse of Mr. Bo-,vaok he (His 
Lordship) had to act upon uucontrudicieri 
evidence that the man had not beeu in un 
infected locality or suhjoctod to exposure. 

Mr. Helnickiii continued that in regard 
lo Ib't vray hia clients had lj<jeu treated it 
was just, UB proper that unynnu v,'ho had 
anylliing to do with lh';m should be treated 
in the saino way. If there was any infec- 
tion at all uinoug tho Chiueao there was juat 
aa iriu;:h d aig^^r of it from the cualoin.'i olii 
ci ia who had to make iho long i,u(l loiuutR 
oxanuuatiuu of the Chinese iiniiiigrante. 
Thy cxaniiijation by the Dominion health 
cHher, lie Conte.'"ie''i WM HifBoieut guar- 
aniee that no infeoiioi; e-tieleil. 

llia Lordfhip was not at all sure tllaC 'he 
city had not. the power to protect itaell, 
even after an ex<kminatiou had been made 
by the Dominion officers under tho Dominion 
quiiratiUno regulationa. 

Mr. Ilo'mckf'n ofn.cluded hia ftrgUli»»Ql by 
staling thi-it tho P. It. had not had any 
interest in this caao, nor had they had any- 
thing to do with bringing tho matter hoforo 
tha courta. 

Mr. Walla prefaced hia argument by 
reading tho following section of the by-law, 
upon which the city based their action. It 
reads : 

" 16. If tho medical health ollicnr only 
Buspeots that any person or tho ell'eulu of 
any iporson may have been exposed to infec- 
tion ho may keep auoh person under ohaorva- 
tlon." Thia waa what had boon done and 
was what the Chincso ohjocted to. 

His Lordship — They ualuruUy object to 
being made prisonera, for that ia tho effeot 
of all such detentions. Everything must 
ho done strictly in accordance with law. 

His Lordship proceeded to point out tho 
wording of the section, which only provided 
for " keeping auoh persona under observa- 
tion." 

Mr. WalU road aa affidavit of the city 
health officer, as folloWB : 

" I, George Duncan, of the oity of Yio- 
foria, British Columbia, medioal health 
officer in and for the oity of Victoria, make 
oath and aay : 

" 1. That I have read the affidavit of 
Jamoa Allen Aikman, sworn on the Ise day 
of May, 1894 

" 2. That the steamer Empress ot China, 



referred to in paragraph ^ thereof, has re- 
cently arrived in. Viotorlo; from China and 
Japan, on' bpar4 cif which /'Steamer was 
the above haAiedsWon Ja aci^ other China- 
muu referred to in tho said'sffidavit. 

3.. That from conversations recently had 
with medioal miBsionarics from China and 
Japan I havo good oaiiae to believe that 
BmallpoK if epidemio in the said oeuntriee, 
that the Chinese have do fear of smallpox, 
and aotually expose their children to in- 
feotion- 

"■t. That I am well acquaiuled with tha 
habits of Chinamen from my experience aa 
medical heulth officer of tho said oity, and 
have hfiil great difficulty in atampin 
aniallpoK troin portions of the oity wherein 
fho Oliiueao reaido, uU from tho weuf 
down eeemingly attempting to oobcouI tho 
fact of the Fxiatenco of any case of amallpox 
amonc; them. They freely mingle in and 
out of houaea infected with the disease and 
tho white population of the oity are thus 
exposed to oootegion. 

" 5. That the Kmproaa of India on her last 
trip from China and Japan had aovcral caaes 
of amallpox on board, whioh wore landed at 
Yokohama, und put into quarantine there, 
and tho uhip proceeded to Vancouver with 
the rest of tho Chineae and Japanese paa- 
scDgers on board. 

"G. That aeveral days after landing in 
Vancouver, a oaso of smallpox broke out 
among rhoao hold in bond, bound for ports 
in the United Stateu. 

"7. From this reason and from my ox- 
perionco with ChimimoD, and from my 
knowledge of their hubita and the danger of 
allowing tho entrance of amallpox into Vic- 
toria again, I advised tho mayor of the said 
oity that the Chinamen on board tho 
Oriental steanishipa bound for Victoria 
ahould be, with their baggage, dieinfeotod 
before being allowed to outer tho oity. 

*' H Thai tho said mayor, under tho pro- 
viaiona of tho health by law, 189.'!, for the 
said city of Victoria, gavo mo diiuctiona to 
deal with tho said Chiiianien according to 
tho proviaioua of tho said by-law, 

" 9 That I holievo tho baggago of tho 
aaid Chinamen lo bo particularly ilungeroui, 
coining aa it does from quarters whioh wo 
know not of among tho Chineso, in a 
aimilur way as rugs coming from parts at 
which cholera ia prevalent, would bo parti- 
cularly liablo to contain amallpox gonna. 

" 10. Tbut it ie desirous that the said 
Chinamen ahould be detained in quarantine, 
togfithor with thoir luggage, until uU are 
properly purified," 

Mr. Walla went on to argue that the 
Chineso did not come from healthy ports, 
and that even if white men camo from the 
aame places they wore more careful in their 
hubita and not aa dangorouaas Chinese. Of 
course any white man may be taken to tho 
suspect station, but though there waa no 
auggeatioo meant as to a different treatment 
between Chineae and white men everyone 
knew that the difference in the habits of 
thu Chincso made them more of a menace 
than while people. 

His Lordship— Granting all that, still you 
oan only proceed according to the by-law. 
If tho health officer "suspects" ho may 
keep tho persona suspected " under observa- 
tion." That is all that the by-law cmpowora 
him to do ; hence he cannot go further. 
Section 10 muat be read with eectiona 
12 and 15 to give it any sense. 
The applicants have, however, not been kept 
under observation, but under ariest. I 
cannot see why iho Chineso ahould ol ject to 
tho process of purification provided by tho 
^^;thoritiea ; atill, they do object, and thsy 
hivo a riafic lo .'"'ve their objection judloi- 
ally considered, 

Mr. Walla continued that the atliduvit 
had been drawn up hurriedly and he had 
only been instruoted that morning ; conse 
quently he had not bad time to make na 
good a case as ho would have liked. Thero 
waa no wiah to detain tho men any longer ; 
they could go now that they were clean. 

His Lordship — Aa the order for Ihe dis- 
charge of tli'i applicants ia thui coi'.seiil-d 
fo, the Ci.urt has nothing nioro to do thuii 
to make it, without farther discueaion. 

Mr. Wslla went on to say that he could 
got thn nflidavit strengthened if he had 
further time to do ao. 

H s Lordahip said thero muat bo stronger 
evidence than that furnished to support 
such proceedings as those taken. There 
should for inatanos be eomo information aa 
to tho aanitary condition of the port from 
which the men camo. However, thia dia 
charge of tho men having been conssuted to, 
further diacusbioa was needless. He had uo 
doubt Dr. Duncan had acted in accordunoo 
with hia idoaa of hia duty, but it would be 
well to point out that in future the language 
of the by laws undor whioh he aota ahould 
bo atriutly followed, so as to avoid trouble, 

Tha court then roae. 

Tho Chiueao ore not at all satisfied ainiply 
fo got their liberty. In one case at leasla 
suit for dnniiigeo ia to be entered against th 
oity for unlav.ful doti.'ntion.
